LONDON, Sept. 22.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.}] Dispatches from Stavanger, 
Norway, say that Capt. Sverdrup, who 
returned there last Friday, from hie 
Arctic expedition in the steamship 
Fram, mapped, while he was in the 
north, an extensive district in the 
vicinity of latitude 81.37, longitude 110. 
He considers it probable that groups 
of islands of the same character as 
those already known, stretch to the 
westward as far as the meridian of 
Bering Strait. 

The Times, in an editorial article, 
on Capt. Sverdrup's personal narrative 
of his trip, highly compliments the 
explorer on the abundant and avail- 
able addition he has: made to Arctic 
Knowledge. and says “he did wisely in 
abandoning the larger tasks.“

no sophistry nor special pleading can 


‘overthrow it. The waterworks sys- 
tem of Los Angeles has been pur- 


chased by the municipality, acting in 


ing a special tax upon water-consumers 
alone, is logically unsound. This plan 
would be: grossly unjust, and it is 
doubtful whether it would be sustained 
by the courts, if the questions in- 
volved were brought to judicial test. 

Those who oppose the payment of 
the water bonds by general tax de- 
clare that it would be unjust to re- 
quire the property owners in that set- 
tion of the city served by the West 
Side Water Company to pay their pro 
rata of the tax, because they “will 
receive no benefit” from the acquire- 
ment of the water system by the city. 
Viewed superficially, this argument 
seems more or less plausible. But it 
is only a question of time when the 
plant of the West Side Water Com- 
pany will be purchased by the city. 
Such a consummation is inevitable, for 
many reasons which need not here-be 
reviewed in detail. When the West 
Side company’s system is acquired by 
the city, the city at large (not merely 
the water users of the West Side sys- 


tem) will pay for it. The ‘taxpayers 


living in the district served by the 
West Side company would then be- 
come joint owners with all the other 
taxpayers of the city in the entire 
municipal water system, including the 
West Side company’s properties. They 
would be fully entitled té share in 


such joint ownership, for they would 
have ne their just proportion of | 


noon, 
amounted to $911,165.51, as compared 
with $620,010.25 for the corresponding 


ent municipal system if that expense 
be paid by the water consumers alone, 
although as citizens they will share, 
and do now share, jointly in the own- 
ership of that property. “Is there 
equity, is there fairness, in this?” 
In the interval that must elapse be- 
fore the acquirement of the West side 
company’s system by. the city, the 
taxpayers in the district served by 
that corporation will lose nothing by 
the proposed general tax. They will 
not be subjected to “double taxation,” 
for they will pay no higher pro rata 
tax than is paid by other property 
owners throughout the city. They 
are now served with a better quality 
of water than that which flows 
through the city pipes, and at the 
same rates as are paid by the users 
of city water. It is therefore per- 
fectiy clear that they will be sub- 
jected to no hardships, and will be re-

In this connection there is still an- 
other consideration. If the water 
bonds be paid, as they should be paid, 
‘by general tax, a material reduction 
of water rates will be practicable in 
the very near future. The water con- 
sumers on the West Side company’s 
system will be certain to share .p 
the benefits of whatever reduction niay 
be made. Public sentiment would not 
long tolerate inequality of water rates 
within the corporate limits of the city. 
It the West Side company's rates 
were not reduced by the Council 60 
as to conform to the reduced city 
there would soon be an agita- 
tion, which could not be ignored, for 
the extension of the city service into 
the West Side company’s territory.

MEDICAL JOURNAL ON BUBONIC 
PLAGUE. 


GAGE’S DEFEAT A JUST REBUKE 
FOR SUPPRESSION OF FACTS. 


The Journal of the American Medical 
Association, published at Chicago, and 
officially representing not only the best 
but the vast majority of the med 
profession throughout the North Amer- 
ican continent, contained the following 
editorial in its issue of September 6. 
The article was brought to the notice

THE RETIREMENT OF GAGE. 

The country is to be congratulated on 
the failure of Gov. Gage of California to 
receive a nomination by his party. His 
course in regard to the existence of 
plague in San Francisco, the ostrich 
policy he adopted and the measures le 
seems to have 3 tor the sup- 
pression of the facts should each and 
all condemn him to retirement from 
public life at the Bil nt time. 

e do not know this distance 
and at the present time what were all 
the factors in the vontest, but may a!- 
low ourselves to legitimately infer that 
Gov. Gage has not won ail the popu- 
larity he anticipated from his zeal in 
suppressing facts that seemed to him 
against the commercial interests of the 
city of San Francisco. The fact, also, 
that the successful nominee, Dr. George 
C. Pardee, is a physician, is perhaps 
significant. 80 far as we have yet 
heard, there is nothing in his record 
that would indicate that he would put 
himself in opposition to his profession, 
and continue a policy that is full of 
danger not only to the State of Cali- 
fornia, but of all regions in connection 
with it. Plague, orale managed, 
does not in these modern times seem to 
be such a general peril in civilized 
countries as in times past. If, however, 
its existence is wilfully ignored, or due 
precautions are not employgd, there is 
no telling when an outbreak of the dis- 
ease may not occur, rivaling in severity 
those of the past. 

The existence of an orienta! popula- 
tion in California, herding by itself un- 
der the most unsanitary conditions in 
ita cities, and concealing rather than 
reporting infectious disease, renders the 
existence of such an infection as bu- 
bonic plague among them a very seri- 
ous problem, demanding the most 
earnest attention on the part of all who 
have to do with the administration of 
State affairs. Whatever Gov. Gages 
merits may have been in other respects, 
he was wilfully and culpably tacking in 
his duty in this particular regard. This 
is not an unimportant matter; it is the 
one question of all others that has 
arisen in his administration, that con- 
cerns not only California, but all the 
rest of the country. Any change would 
therefore be welcome as an end of 
what has been, and the nomination of a 
medical man in sympathy, as we trust, 
with the best element of his profession, 

the strongest possible rebuke to the 
trich policy of the past.

The political campaign, which is to 
return to Congress a large Republican 
majority, can hardly be said to be 
under way, yet signs of it, indicating 
the movements of Democratic mana- 
gers, already may be seen. One of 
these, the most ludicrous of all, is the 
effort intended to persuade the coun- 
try that the attitude of the Republi- 
can party in the Philippines has been 
unwise and futile, and that the country 
has so considered it, or may be in- 
duced so to consider it. In short, 
there are no real evidences of a Philip- 
pine issue anywhere in the country 
except in the wild imagination 
Democratic managers.

AMERICAN PURCHASERS PROM- 


INENT IN BOOK MARKETS. 


[Stall Correspondence of The Times. 


LONDON, Sept. 10.—One of the most 
noted of American book-buyers, who is 
sailing for home after a summer spent 
in England and Scotland hunting for 
rare old tomes, supplies me with some 
interesting information. 
“Book dealers in London,” he says, 
“have come to look on the American 
purchaser as their most important 
client. Americans have left at least 
a quarter of a million dollars with the 
London book market this one summer, 
The people of the United States as a 
whole have not now the fine literary 
taste of the English folk, but interest 
in books is developing among us 80 
rapidiy that our demand for the best 
things London has to sell increases 
Moreover, such profitable 
customers are we consmered that at 
the great auction sales of books here, 
Lonaon dealers combine to buy in good 
things rather than let them go first 
hand to America. Their profits on 
what we buy are too important to 
lose.” My informant was surprised to 
find that there are still on the market 
six copies of the William Morris Keim- 
scott ition of Chaucer. It was 
thought the entire edition had been 
sold. Such copies of it as are owned by 
Americans, Harold F. McCormick and 
John A. Spoor of Chicago, for instance, 
are valued at a very high figure. This 
figure the London dea-ers are desirous 
of maintaining and therefore hold the 
copies in reserve as long as possible.

One of the Valuable Issue of 1852 Be- 
longs to a Syracuse 
Hundreds of Dollars.

the rare 12-pence black stamp of Can- 
ada. It is on the original envelope, be- 
ing thus unique, as it is believed to be 
the only one extant in that form. 

Canada issued its first postage stamps 
in 1851. They were a 3-pence red, a 
6-pence violet and a 12-pence black. 
They were printed on “laid paper! by 
Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edison of 
New York, who also printed the first 
issue of United States Stamps in 1847. 

In 1852 another issue was printed on 
ordinary wove paper. The denomina- 
tions and colors of this were the same 
as those of the previous issue, except 
that some of the 6-pence stamps were

It 
ia vlaued at $600 or more. At the time 
it was issued the postage to England 
and the West Indies for first-class 
mail matter was 12 pence, but as the 
Canadian currency was at a discount, 
most of the stamps of this denomina- 
tion went to the West Indies, where 
about all of them were destroyed, as 
there were few, if any, collectors there. 
From June 14, 1851, to December 4, 
1854, there were in all only 1510 12- 
pence stamps put into circulation, the 
rest being withdrawn and destroyed 
by the Canadian government. Not 
over thirty-five of them are now in ex- 
istence, and some claim that they are 
only thirteen.

COUNTRY PARSONS LONG LIVED. 
That country life in itseif is not in- 

compatible with the attainment of ex- 

treme old age is proved by the num- 

ber of centenarians found in our own 


country among village parsons, and in 
Western Burope among the aristocracy 
of landed proprietors., In France, where 
the et of the medieval peerage 
were not specially conducive to lon- 
gevity, the easy, patriarchal custom of 
country castles evolvegi a remarkable 
number of great-grandsires, octo- 
genarians who ruled a village with the 
undisputed resti of an Arabian 
sheikh, but thal insisted on partici- 
pating in every deer hunt and every 
blirthday dance. 

Freedom from care is an anodyne, 
insuring immunity from insomnia and 
all sorts of nervous disorders, and an 
English country clergyman who enters 
his parsonage with the confident ex- 
pectation of an old age sinecure is 
pretty sure to outlive the business 
speculator whose chances of financial 
independence turn upon ail sorts of in- 
alculable accidents. 


LONGEVITY OF GERMAN WOOD- 
MEN 


The custom of retiring ernment 
officials at threescore and t n or there- 
abouts is often modified in the case of 
the German ‘foersters,”’ or 
wardens, who have to forward month 
reports of timber sold or season 
trees planted, forage permits issued, 
but Base the rest of their time all to 
themselves. They have cord-wood per- 
quisites, enabling them to laugh at 
coal strikes. The government kur- 
nishes them a comfortable-domicile, a 
weather-proof — — (gay) six or 
eight rooms, tree-shad located 
in teh heart of the wilderness, at a 
safe distance from factpry smoke, 
wagon clatter and slander-mongers. 
They are game wardens, too, and gen- 
erally amateur naturalists, surrounded 
by all sorts of pets, besides collections 
of butterflies and botanical curiosities.

imes per week, but can generally rise 
in the morning and take their meals at

ce. They need not fret about the 

pproach of winter; their pension, if 
they choose to resign, will be paid 
punetually on the last day of every 


.quarter, but they generally prefer to 


earn their wages.

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CHURCH TRIAL WON 
BV PASTOR SMALE. 


First Baptists Vote Twenty to One 
in Vindication — Shocking Disclos- 


FTER a session lasting over dre 
hours Pastor James Smale of .the 
First Baptist Church received an 
overwhelming vote of confidence from 
his flock. * 
The following motion was carried by 
a vote of 226 to 30: “That it be 
spread upon the records of this church 
that Pastor Smale has completely vin- 
dicated himself of the charges brought 
against hint 
There was a grand chorus of 
“amens” and “hallelujahs” that 
greeted the announcement of the vote, 
and a general expression of relief was 
manifest on the countenances_of the 
congregation, supporters and opp.- 
nents, both of whom had fought val- 
lantly for their sentiments. | : 
There were scandalous disciosures in 
the trial, and plenty ot incidents to 
lend color to the deliberations. 2 
It would be difficult to say just 
what moulded the sentiments of the 
members in favor of the pastor. It 
was well known beforehand that the 
pastor’s supporters were in a Jarge 
majority, and the opposition did not 
think that this could be converted on 
the evidence. It was thought by the 
opposition, however, that such an ac- 
cumulation of opinion adverse to the 
pastor would have weight enough to 
force his resignation. 
In this they reckoned far amiss. 
EVIL ONE DISCLOSED? 


The pastor not only did not resign, 
but he went back at his opponents 
with such a bulk of scriptures in his 
defense and in denunciation of those 
who fought him hardest, that they 
discovered themselves with a hopeless 
case on their hands before the session 
was half over. 

Whether he successfully answered 
their charges did not appear. Many 
of them he did not touch upon; some 
he passed over as though they were: 
nothing, and didn't count; others he 
treated with contempt. In his pero- 
ration he took the. ground that tn the 
opposition to him the Evil One had 
been discloced. Those who had spoken, 
who had been at the bottom of the 
“agitation,” had been actuated by 
Satan. They needed fargiveness. Men 
and women who had arisen and stated 
their grievances in the most solemn 
manner, some with tears streami 
down thelr cheeks, as they instan 
particular acts or werds of Mr. .6maie,

After both sides had. spoken: aft 
the prosecution and the defense h;

When I first entered, I told him 
that I wanted to. work shoulder to 
shoulder with him and he with me. 
Everything started out nicely. 

“Then there came the request to me 
to organize the intermediate society of 
young people. I went to Mr. Smale 
about it, but got no special results. 
The pressure became so great from the 
church that I went to the pastor again, 
but again could get no expression 
from him on the subject. Then 1 be- 
gan to realize some things, and to 
hear of the friction existing in he 
church. And I tell you that all 1 
heard of this friction was from the 

stor’s study. I want to say that 

believe that everything sald against 
D. K. Edwards in his gifference with 
Mr. Smale were misreprerentations.

“The fact is, that Mr. Smale has 
proved conclusively his incapacity to 
serve as the head of so large a 
church.

trend toward discord and disruption. 
“Mr. Smale is a man of narrow 
unacquainted with the 
effairs of life, and incapable of ap-

Reed, then more than 70 years of age, 
because of his infirmities, was elected 
pastor emeriius. 

“The church continued Rev. Smale 
as pulpit supply for two months, dur- 
ing which time there was. something 
of a revival conducted by him, and 

lie an ingathering into the church. 

ear the close of the second month the 
Geacons asked Mr. Smale to continue 
for. six months, with a strong possi- 
bility of his becoming pastor at the 
expiration of that time. His answer 
was, ‘No; if you want Me as pastor, 
you know it now.’ 

“The good work he had done in the 
revival and the general good feeling 
Prevailing. were favorable to him and 
resulted in his call to the pastorate. 
The call. however, was not ~ unant- 
Mous, twenty-one of the membership 
voting against him. It was belleved by 
these that Mr. Smale was too young, 
being under 30, for so important a 
pastorate, and that he had not had 
Sufficient ministerial experience. Mr. 
male was a stranger in California and 
on the Coast, his only pastorate in 
this field having been at the small 
town of Prescott, Ariz. and_was only 
of about two years’ duration. 

“Within the next year, Pastor Smale 
Was married to Miss Keyser, a 
wealthy, accomplished and most jov- 
able young lady, a member of the 
church. an ardent Christian worker 
-and well known in the city. Within 
the next year they were living apart, 
Mr. Keyser and his daughter having 
removed to San Francisco, and until) 
this hour the church, nor even ihe 
board of deacons, ever have been given 
an explanation of this state of af- 
fairs, probably an unprecedented  oc- 
currence, and one that few churches 
would consider prudent to pass un- 
noticed. 

“The marriage state Is held by the 
church as one of the most sacred of 
human institutions, and yet this 
church was called upon silently and 
UNncomplainingly. to indorse the pas- 
tors attitude toward that most holy 
Institution, and now the pastor and 
his friends refuse, even in this invest! 
gation. to allow the light to be thrown 
upon his family relations. 

“The city of Los Angeles has gone 
, ahead wlih leaps and’ bounds: people 
have come here by thousands and tena 
of thousands since Mr. Smale settled 
Jn his pastorate. and it is not surpris- 

that the First Baptist Church, 
with ita magnificent church home, en- 


tirely out of debt, and one of the 
largest. congregations in the city, 
shovid grow. 


“Pastor Smale has given to the press 
figures concerning! the growth of the 
church to show férth the results of 
his jabors;: but if an analysis’ were 
made of this increase and the acces- 
Sons by letter deducted, the church 
would show a very small increase us 
the direct result of his preaching. 

“For more than two years there has 
Deen a feeling which has steadily 
grown, that Pastor Smate would do 
well to resign. This feeling arose al- 
most wholly from the fact that the 
Pastor was persona non grata as a 
Minister, and under+shepherd. This 
Was no church secret; it was the talk 
of the city. Hundreds of people were 
known not to enjoy his preaching. not 
because of any question of doctrine. 
but because of the general lack of deep 
thought. 

“Mr. Smale is not an educated man, 
Mever having received a college. uni- 
versity or seminary training. His ser- 
mons were all alike. When he was 

opposed in anything, the following Sun- 
day he preached from some significant 
text. and by insinuation and innuendo 
he arraigned his opposers. He did not 
appeal to any of the finer instincts of 
his bearers, or lift them up. or in-

spire them with love, as ought 
expected of a pastor. He was indis- 
creet, arbitrary and dogged in his 
bearing. He op his board of 
deacons and threatened to resign when 
the members thereof would not all do 
as he said. He arbitrarily overthrew 
the Christian Endeavorers against the 
wishes of the members arid established 
a B.Y.P.U.; he disrupted disor- 
ganized the Intermediate Society 
against the judgment of the body, and 
never has allowed them to reorganize; 
he carried his personality into the Sun- 
day-school, and almost disjointed that.

Dr. Bert Ellis, fer the faculty, pre- 
sented Dr. Brainerd with a loving cup 
as a token of the esteem of his asso- 
ciates. 

Dr. Babcock spoke of the prospects 
of the college, and calied attention to 
the necessity for good discipline and 
systematic work on the part of the 
students. 

Dr. Lindley reviewed the work of 
Dr. Brainerd as dean, and said the

tor for its success. 

Dr. Brainerd gave some account of 
his official work, and said that he hed 
long been waiting for the number of 
students to reach a hundred, in or- 
der that he might retire.

Body Deposited in Crypt of Church— 
Princess Stephanie not Permitted to 
Follow the Bier—Popular Sympathy 
for the Disinherited Daughter.

SPA (Belgium) Sept. 22.—[By Atlan- 
tie Cable.) The funeral services pre- 
paratory to the removal of the re- 
mains of Marie Henriette to Brussels 
were held this morning in a church 
here. The coffin later was placed in 
a car and was completely hidden by 
flowers. King Leopold, leaning on the 


arm of Prince Albert of Flanders, the 


heir presumptive to the throng, fol- 
lowed on foot, the ministers, generals 
and other distinguished persons bring- 
ing up the rear. The route of the 
funeral procession was lined with 
troops and crowded with people. 

After the requiem mass the cortége 
proceeded to the railroad station. The 
King, Prince Albert and the Princess 
Clementine and the ministers accom- 
panied the body to the train. 

MANY SIGNS OF MOURNING. | 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M} 

BRUSSELS, Sept. 22.—The funeral 
train arrived at Laeken at 3:40 p.m. 
Tee engine was draped with a crepe- 
covered flag. The King and other mem- 
bers of the royal family descended and 
gathered in the waiting-room, to which 
the coffin was removed. he proces- 
sion afterward started for a neignbor- 
ing church, the Grenadiers’ Band play- 
ing a funeral march. The coffin was 
borne into the church, where the arch- 
bishop pronounced the absojution, after 
which the coffin, followed by the King 
and otl.cr notabilities, was taken to the 
crypt. The remains later will be placed 
in the mausoleum. 

Very large crowds of people lined 
the route from the railroad station to 
the church, and all the streets in the 
vicinity were draped with black. The 
interior of the church was also hung 
with black. 

SYMPATHY FOR STFPHANITE. -

BRUSSELS, Sept. 22.—The *candal 
arising from the revival of the family 
quarrel between King Leopold and his 
daughter, the Princess. Stephanie 
(Countess of Lonyay) beside the bier | 
of the late Queen Marie Henriette at 
Spa, 8 is agitating all classes. 
Popular sympathy on all sides s ex- 
pressed for the Princess, who. although 
deeply -affected by the incident, makes 
no complaint. The Princess herself 
has given out a simple statement of 
the facts, as follows: 


“The precise facts are these: I was 


praying at the bier of the Queen when 


some one came about 4 o’cleck to tell 
me the King would not receive me. I 

— * left the death chamber. I 

had no intervew with His Majesty. 

„I was at Cromer, Eng., when I 
learned of the death of the Queen. 
Like a loving daughter and a patriot, I 
hurried to Spa, to: render the last 
honors to my mother. 

“As the King has caused an intime- 
tion to be conveyed to me that he does 
mot desire my presence, I am going to 
Calias, where my husband will meet 
Thence I shall probably return to 
England. There was no scene between 
the King and myself at Spa.” 

It was hoped by the public, who ap- 
plauded Princess Stephanie's match 
with the Count Lonyay, that the 
death of the Queen would lead to 
healing the rupture, but the incident 
at Spa is taken to demonstrate that 
the King is as irreconsilable as ever to 
what he openly has designated as a 
mesalliance, even after the approval of 
the Austrian Emperor, Francis Joseph. 

During the whole railroad journey 
from Spa to this city the Princess was 
shaken with sobs, and arrived here 
nearly prostrated. This morning she 
attended a special requiem mass or- 
dered by herself. On leaving the 
church she was sympathetically greeted 
by the assembled crowd. 

Princess Stephanie started for Cal- 
ais this afternoon. She was accorded 
a most enthusiastic greeting by large 
crowds at the railroad station, while 
cries of Vive la Comtesse” were raised, 
to which she replied: “I thank you 
with all my heart." 

Then, apparently overcome by the 
popular demonstration, the Princess 
burst into tears.

WAR OF THE 
BILLBOARDS. 


Wilshire Fighting the 
Santa Fe People’ 
Tries to Stop Posting 
of Their Paper. 


Rival Concern Gets Business 
and Displays “Back 
East Posters. 


— — 


M. Gaylord Wilshire, Socialist and 
millionaire of golf and gab, has be- 
gun a boycott against the Santa Fé 
Rallroad Company, through his monop- 
olistic corporation, the Los Angeles 
Bill Posting Company. 

Wilshire propored to dictate to the 
Santa Fé people how they shall con- 
duct their advertising business, and, 
because they have simply snapped their 
fingers in his face, and laughed at 
him, he has invoked against them the 
National and Pacific Coast Bill Posters’ 
associations. 


H. Gablord is mot in Los Angeles at 
present, but his manager, and erst- 
while stenographer, Harry L. Knight. 
is carrying round the weight of the 
Wilshire wrath for public inspection. 

Knight is deeply incensed because 
the Santa Fé broke into the Wilshire 
trust. 

Now there ts a hot fight waging be- 
tween the Los Angeles Bill Posting 
Company and its recent rival, the W. 
C. Robinson Bill Posting Company. 

It arose over the big billboard adver- 
tising of the “back East” excursion, 
tickets for which will be on sale Octo- 
ber 8 and 9. Wishing to plaster Call- 
fornia from one end to the other with 
“paper” (as they call the big display 
posters in parlance of the¢posting busi- 
ness,) J. J. Byrne, general 
agent of the Santa Fé, contracted for 
all the board space he could find. To 
the William Robinson company in this 
city he gave a 2 about ge 
Stands, and to the Angeles Bill 
Posting Company about 100 stands. 

DARK KNIGHT OF WRATH. 

When Knight heard that the Santa 
Fé was doing business with the oppo- 
sition (Robinson,) he took on a dark 
Whishire frown, and went straight - to 
railroad headquarters. 

He held the usual threat over 
Byrne's official head, and told him that 
the association would not permit the 
Los Angeles Bill Posting Company to 
post paper, when an advertiser gives 
posting to an opposition, and to make 
the threat awful, he explained how 
all the bill posters in ail the principal 
country towns of California would re- 
fuse to post Santa Fé bills, unless 
the contracts with were 
dropped in Los Ange 

Byrne said — ee about infernal 
dictation and boytott. 

Knight didn't like tiie word boycott. 

Byrne-salid it amounted to that. 

But the stormy interview did not 
change Byrne’s mind, and the result 
of it was that all the “paper” was 
taken from Knight and turned over to 
Robinson, so that the latter has now 
about 150 displays for the company. 

WOULD SQUEEZE ROBINSON. 

The national bill posters’ trust claims 
to have but one representative in 
every town—and to allow only that 
member to do business, Any others 
must be squeezed out. In Los An- 
eles Robinson is on the list to be 
squeezed out. The regular method for 
this procedure, according to the rules 
of the national association, is that 
the name of an advertiser patronizing 
the opposition shall be reported to 
headquarters, whereupon the 
shal] officially notify all members of 
the association not to post the “paper” 
of said blacklisted advertiser—uniil 
the sinning advertiser. see the error 
of his way and confesses, making due 
restitution. 

KNIGHT'S GREAT HASTE. 


Knight, in his eagerness to overthrow 
the Santa Fé, took it upon himself to 
notify the association members here- 
abouts, without waiting for official 
enactment from headquarters. : 

But so far Knight has done little 
harm. Out of forty country bill post- 
ers, only six have refused to paste up 
the “back East” posters. Even these 
six posters have written tearf i let- 
ters to Byrne, explaining their fear ot 
the national association and hoping for 
“an adjustment.” 

Thus has a fight affecting the Los 
Angeles situation spread over the 
State. The Santa Fe's bill posting 
costs per year about $2000, and half of 
it, is spent in this city. 

SANTA FE UNINJURED. 


“No,” said M. C. Harris, advertising 
clerk in the passenger office, yester- 
day, we have been inconvenienced 
very little. Most of our paper has 
been put up and the action of the Los 
Angeles Bill Posting Company is of 
no concern to us. The boycott will 
mean no loss to us; we do not p 
to close our doors and the earnings of 
the company will not be affected. The 


~ 


Robinson company has been able to! 


handie about all the paper we printed, 
and our original plan of advertising 
the excursion has not been changed.“ 

Robinson says he has.two lawyers 
investigating the situation, relative to 
legal proceedings against the Wilshire 
trust, on the theory that it exists and 
operates in restraint * legitimate 
trade. 

There is one big concern that seems 
to ride right over the posting trust— 
that is, the American Tobacco Com- 
pany, with a capitalization of $200,000,- 
000, which, in Los Angeles, has big 
flamboyant bills on the boards of both 
companies.

NION AGITATORS 
UP AGAINST A SNAG. 


— 


SAN PEDRO CONTRACTOR WON'T 
k DICTATED TO. 
Builder of New Bank Hires Men He 
Wants and Pays Them What They're 
Worth, Boycott Threats Notwith- 
standing— Municipal Water. 


— 


SAN PEDRO, Sept. 22.— Things are 
getting down to a pretty fine point 
in the Harbor City now, and the many 
howls sent up by the union bosses 
would indicate that they own the 
town. As usual, where non-union men 
are employed, the agitators get to- 
gether and demand that they be dis- 
charged and replaced by unionists, at 
the same time making threats. Because 
F. J. Ribble, contractor for the car- 
penter work on the new bank build- 
ing at Beacon and Sixth streets, says 
he will employ the best men suitable 
for his work and allow them wages 
according to their services, whether 
they be union or non-union, a boycott 
is threatened on the building. 

For three weeks Ribble and his pres- 
ent force of carpenters have progressed 
without the slightest trouble, but it 
seems that the agitators got wise“ 
Saturday, when a delegation from the 
Sallors’ Union called upon George H. 
Peck, owner of the bhilding, and of- 
fered to lease the upper story. Trouble 
began when they learned that Rib- 
ble’s employés are not branded with 
the totem. A conference was speedily | 
cailed between Peck and Ribble and 
the walking delegates of the unions. 
that Ribble dis- 
charge his men and accept union work- 
men, in which case the sailors would 
consider renting the upper story. Rib- 
ble refused flatly. He said he has 
been paying his men anywhere from 
$3 to $4, which is a scale higher than 
that of the union, and as his men had 
given perfect satisfaction he does not 
propose to turn them off. The labor“ 
bosses then appealed to Peck, who 
told them that he had nothing to do 
with the mattter. Failing in their at- 
tempt to dictate, the agitators threaten 
a boycott. 

It is said that one of the union 
trouble-makers has been endeavoring 
to persuade Ribble’s workmen to join 
the union, so that they might make 
their point. “One of the delegates 
came to one of my employé’s this 
morning,” said Mr. Ribble, “and told 
him that he had succeeded ing getting 
the other carpenters to join the union, 
and that it was 1 time for him to 
get in, or leave thé job. But my man 
paid little attention to the agitator 
and inquired of the other employés as 
to the truthfulness of the story, paren 
he found that it was simply a scheme 
— fasten the cloak of unionism around 

m. 

“No, I do not propose to allow them 
to dictate to me, continued Mr. Rib- 
ble. “I feel that I have a right to 
employ whoever I choose, and this 
I intend to do. If I find that one man 
is better than another, I shall be glad 
to pay him accordingly, but if one man 
is only worth $3 per day, I am not Fo- 
ing to give him the same wages as the 
man who is worth more to me. There 
is no kick from my men; they are well 
satisfied with their positions, and do 
not care to join the unions. 

“It is not because I am prejudiced 
against the unions, but simply because 
of the injustice of the case, is why |! 
refuse to accede to their demands. I 
believe in selecting my own labor, aua 
if I find that a man is not as good as 
desired for the position, I think 1 
have the right to discharge him. It 
is purely a matter of principle with 
me, and if needs be I can finish the 
work myself, as there is no specified 
time for the completion of the job. 
One thing is sure, I shall not recog- 
nize the union, but will continue to 
employ men best suited for my work, 
no matter whether they be so-called 
‘scabs’ or not.“ 5 

Mr. Ribble has lived in San Pedro 
for many years, and has made a repu- 
tation as a straightforward, honest 
man, who is ever ready to preserve 
right and correct wrong. He is posi- 
tive in his views, and it is safe to say 
that he will remain firm in his belief 
and not be imposed upon by the un- 
ions or the loafers who run them.

REPORTED THAT THE SALT LAKE 
WILL MAKE THEM. 
— 


Hundred-thousand-dollar Bath- house 

and Other Features of à Great Resort 
Said to Be Planned by Railroad Com- 

pany—Electric Cars, Too. | 


TERMINAL ISLAND, Sept. 22.—It is 
stated on good authority that the Salt 
Lake Hailroad contemplates building 
a handsome bath-house, together with 
many other costly improvements, at 
Terminal Island this winter. Tae re- 
port is said to have gained foundation 
after the recent visit of Senator W. A.

pany’s line to San Pedro will soon be 
in operation. This move is thought to 
be a scheme to bring the trade to Fer- 
minal, and in furthering its motive the 
Salt Lake company will necessaril 
have to provide attraction for the visi- 
tors. That the Traction line will in- 
jure both the Salt Lake and Southern 
Pacific's passenger traffic to San Pedro 
is a certainty, and if that company 
should construct a ferry to carry its 
passengers, the Los Angeles trade over 
the Sait Lake Route to this point will 
be greatly diminished, hence the Salt 
Lake's scheme of electrizing its sys- 
tem all the way to San Pedro. 

The Times’ correspondlent's irformant 
asserts that it is the intention of the 
Salt Lake company to do away with 
the present bath-house «ntir«ly, and to 
replace it with a magnificent structure, 
costing about $100,000.
